TRUMAN PLANE STOPS HERE 
BRIEFLY ON WAY TO CAPITAL 


Secretary Snyder, Wife and Mrs. 
Charles Ross Go Aboard 
At Lambert Field, 

President Truman's special 
plane, the Sacred Cow, stopped at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field for about 
15 minutes today en route from 
Kansas City to Washington, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and Mrs. 
John W, Snyder and Mrs. Charles 
Ross, wife of the presidential 
press secretary, boarded the plane 
here, 

The President stepped out on 
the platform rolled next to the 
plane to wave to about 300 per- 
sons who were waiting to greet 
him, Reporters were not per- 
mitted to go closer than 150 feet 
of the plane. After the President 
resumed his seat, he waved again 
through a window and took off 
the coat of the blue business suit 
he was wearing. The Sacred Cow 
took off at 3:30 o'clock. 

A passenger in the plane was 
reported to be United States Dis- 
trict Judge John Caskie Collet, 
who is headed for a key post in 
the Office of Economic Stabiliza-

AS TRUMAN VOTES 


President Awaits Out- 
come of Bitter Slaugh- 
ter-Axtell-Walsh Fight 
in 5th District.

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Aug. 6 
(AP)—President Truman took his 
daughter, Margaret, to the polls 
today for her first lesson as a 
voter. Standing in adjoining 
booths in the Memorial building, 
Seventh Ward, First Precinct of 
Blue township, they marked their 
ballots in Missouri's Democratic 
primary. 

Entering the auditorium 
promptly at 11 a.m, the President 
and 22-year-old Margaret smiled 
at applauding neighbors and at 
photographers,

of the four booths, shook Tru- 
man's hand, 

“Harry,” said 
straight.” 

Truman grinned, replying sim- 
ply, “Hello, how are you?”

Just Drop It in Box. 

“What will I do with it now?” 
she asked, on emerging.

Truman had no opportunity to

Truman and Margaret. drove to 
the polling place from their home 
nearby. Mrs. Truman, the Presi- 
dent explained, waited for her 
mother, Mra, David K, Wallace. 

An autograph seeker stopped 
the President. as he left the vot- 
ing room. He signed, “Harry 8. 
Truman, Independence, Mo.,” and 
in the space reserved for his 
“hobby,’ he wrote, “Politics.”

Tuohy said Heirens followed up 
this confession with admissions 
he killed Miss Brown, a former 
Wave, and Mrs, Ross. The prose- 
cutor arranged for Helrens to re- 
enact the Degnan kidnap killing 
later in the day. 

A week ago Helirens’s attorneys 
arranged a confession conference 
but the youth refused to talk 
fully. 

Says He Was in a Daze. 

He said he was in a sort of 
daze when he killed the 6-year-old 
girl last Jan, 7. After dropping the 
parts of her dismembered body 
in sewers in her neighborhood, he 
added, he returned to the “dis- 
secting” room and wrote a note 
demanding $20,000 ransom, 

Heirens asserted he wrote the 
ransom note after killing and dis- 
membering the child because he 
believed that the best way “to re- 
lieve the parents... would be 
to give them some hope the child 
was alive.” 


He said he selected his victim 
entirely by chance, He was in the 
neighborhood earlier, he related, 
and observed the window of her 
bedroom was not closed, It was 
then he got the idea of entering 
the house, he added, 


Heirens, in his confession, said 
he flashed his flashlight in the 
Degnan girl's room and saw a 
“female with long hair” asleep. 
He said his vision was “not too 
good,” 

“Then what did you do?” Tuohy 
asked, 

“T strangled her.” 

“When you strangled her, how 
did you strangle her?” 

“With my fingers.” 

“Around the neck?” “Yes.” 

“Had the child said something 
to you before you did that?” “No, 
She made some utterances, I do 
not know what they were, too in- 
articulate to make out.” 

“How long did you keep your 
hands on her neck would you 
say?” “About two minutes.” 

Helrens said he might have 
twisted a wire around the girl's 
neck “because of the fact I car- 
ry wire in my pocket. of the type 
they had found.” A length of

STORM CAUSES 
TWO MAJOR FIRES 
WRECKS HANGAR 


More Than Inch of Rain 
in 45 Minutes—Elec- 
tric, Telephone Service 
Disrupted. 


A severe thunderstorm, ac- 
companied by high winds and 
heavy rain, which swept the St. 
Louis area yesterday, started two 
major fires and a number of 
smaller ones, demolished an air- 
plane hangar and disrupted tele- 
phone and electric service in 
many parts of the area, 

The Weather Bureau reported 
that 2.74 inches of rain fell down- 


town yesterday, with more than 
an inch falling in 45 minutes in 
the middle of the afternoon. Valley 
Park, apparently hardest hit by 
the storm, recorded 4.88 inches of 
rain yesterday. Wind velocity was 
25 miles an hour in the = at 
2:45 p.m. but reached 40 miles an 
hour at Lambert-St.:-Louis Field. 

Motorists who parked at the 
city-operated parking lot in the 
Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial found their automobiles 
mired in hubcap-deep mud as a 
result of the rain, and drivers on 
St. Louis county highways were 
forced to stop to wait for the rain 
to pass over, The Weather Bureau 
said the rain thus far this month. 
4.86 inches, was more than has 
been recorded for any whole 
month of August since 1939. 

At the height of the storm, 
streets were flooded in many 
parts of St. Louls and St. Louis 
county, causing temporary traffic 
tie-ups. In Lemay, the water was 
two feet deep in some places. 
Traffic was blocked in University 
City when a large tree fell across 
North and South road at Shafts- 
bury avenue, 

Lightning caused a $73,000 fire 
at the United Bakers Supply Co., 
109 South Eleventh street, and a 
$15,000 fire in the cabinet shop 
of the St. Louis Car Co., 8000 
North Broadway. 

Says Tornado Hit Hanger. 

A hangar, built about two 
months ago at a cost of $10,000, 
was blown down at the Sylvan 
Beach Airport by what the man- 
ager; Frank Kaufmann, said was 
a small tornado, Assistant Meteor- 
ologisat A. A, Rausch sald he had 
no reports of a tornado in the 
area, but that one was possible 
under yesterday afternoon's 
weather conditions. 

Kaufmann described the torna- 
do as a yellowish cylinder, about 
500 feet in diameter. He said it 
left untouched a hangar adjacent 
to the one which was demolished. 
Pieces of the hangar, which were 
scattered about 300 feet, fell on 
seven small airplanes parked in- 
side it, . Damage to the planes 
was estimated at $1000.

Labor Office Index Is Based 
on Reports for Period 
Ending July 15. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP)— 
Retail prices of essential items in 
the cost of living for moderate in- 
come families increased about 5% 
per cent between June 15 and July 
15, the Bureau of Labor Statistics 


reported yesterday. 

The estimates were baséd on re- 
ports from cities that make up 
about three-fourths of the bu- 
bureau’s consumers price index. 

Prices of food advanced about 
15 per cent; living essentials 
other than food increased less 
than 1 per cent. Rents were not 
surveyed in July, 

At the time of the study July 
15, no controls were in effect and 
subsidies had been eliminated. 
The OPA was re-established July 
25. 

The increase between June 15 
and July 15 brought the consum- 
ers’ price index to about 140 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average. The 
index rose about 9 per cent from 
V-J day and’*8 per cent from Jan. 
15 to July 15. 

The big boost in food prices 
was due mainly to increases of 
about 30 per cent in meat and 20 
per cent in dairy products.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP)— 
Awarding of major contracts in 
the Government's $1,600,000,000 
public works program was halted 
today, and federal agencies set 
about choosing $700,000,000 worth 
of construction to defer at least 
until spring. 

Calling thé step necessary to 
“comply with the President's anti- 
inflation budget,” announced Sat- 
urday night, Reconversion Direc- 
tor John R. Steelman yesterday 
clamped on a three-way morato- 
rium that: 

1. Prevents any agency from 
letting contracts for any new 
construction during the next 56 
days without his express per- 
mission, 

2. Provides that either Civil- 
flan Production Administrator 
John D, Small or Housing Expe- 
diter Wilson W. Wyatt must 
recommend, and the reconver- 
sion director approve, non-defer- 
rable federal construction to be 
started between Oct. 1, 1946, and 
April 1, 1947, 

3. Requires the agencies to put 
on the deferred list at least

ENTER PALESTINE 


Cabinet Reported Plan- 
ning to Discuss ‘Care- 
taker’ Rule for Holy 
Land Until U.N. Can 
Take Over Mandate. 


By EDWARD V. ROBERTS 

LONDON, Aug. 6 (UP)—The 
British Government prepared to- 
day to abandon plans for trans- 
ferring 100,000 European Jewish 
refugees to Palestine in the face 
of mounting ;sindications that the 
United States would reject pro- 
posala for an Arab-Jewish federa- 
tion in the Holy Land. 

Political observers close to No. 
10 Downing street said the cabinet 
would discuss tomorrow the for- 
mation of a “caretaker” rule in 
Palestine to function until the 
United Nations is sufficiently or- 
ganized to take over the Palestine 
mandate. 

Washington correspondents of 
London newspapers reported that 
there was practically no hope. of 
President Truman accepting the 
recommendations of the British- 
American conferees in London to 
divide Palestine into four federal 
provinces. His answer, however, 
was expected to leave the way 
open for further discussions, 

(In Washington, Acting Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson said 
the United States had made no 
official decision on the proposal 
for a Palestine federation and 
that the President still was de- 
sirous of obtaining the views of 
all persons who have considered 
the Palestine problem, He de- 
clined to comment on reports that 
Truman already had communi- 
cated to the British a reported 
initial dissatisfaction with the fed- 
eration plan.) 

Several cabinet ministers are re- 
ported to favor immediate resigna- 
tion of Britain's League of Na- 
tions mandate over Palestine. 
Since the U.N. mandate commis- 
sion is not yet in operation, how- 
ever, it appeared that Britain 
could decide only to inform the 
U.N. General Assembly of its in- 
tention to resign the mandate.

AGENCY AMPLIFIES 
OPPOSITION STAND

PARIS, Aug, 6 (AP)—The Jew- 
ish Agency Executive said last 
night it had rejected the British- 
American proposal for the divi- 
sion and fedération of Palestine 
because the plan would give 
neither Jews nor Arabs indepen- 
dence. 

The agency executive, which 
earlier had declared briefly that 
the plan was “unacceptable as 
the basis for discussion,” ampli- 
fied its stand in a _ statement 
which said: 

The plan offers no indepen- 
dence either to Jews or Arabs, 
Self-government in the _ pro- 
posed Jewish province jis illu- 
gory: 

While depriving the Jewish 
people of their rights under the 
League of Nations mandate in 
85 per cent of the Holy Land 
the plan denies them the right. 
to decide immigration policies 
even in the 15 per cent allocated 
to the proposed Jewish province: 

The area of the allegedly au- 
tonomous Jewish province is 
even smaller than the Jewish 
state proposed by the British 
Royal Commission of 1937; 

There is nothing of finality 
in the proposed plan except for 
the part denying Jewish rights 
in &5 per cent of the, country. 
At the same time the arbitrary 
rule of the present British ad- 
ministration would remain in 
force for an unlimited period 
under the plan. 

Earlier, a spokesman for the 
agency said the organization's ac- 
tion barred participation in the 
scheduled Palestine discussions in 
London with British officials and 
Arabs. 


Two American Students in Pales- 
tine Attacked by Arabs.

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Byrnes Text: ‘Molotov Seeks Dictation’ 


PARIS, Aug. 6 (AP). 
HE text of the speech by Sec- 
T retary of State James F., 
Byrnes before the peace con- 
ference rules committee: 


I must apologize for taking the 
time of the commission, but it is 
necessitated by the remarks made 
yesterday. 

Since this commission convened 
one week ago I have not uttered 
one word in criticiam of any 
position taken by the representa- 
tive of the Soviet Republic. I 
know you will agree with me that 
on no occasion have I questioned 
his motives. Therefore, I imagine 
you shared my surprise when on 
yesterday the Soviet representa- 
tive chose to introduce this note 
into our discussions. I first ad- 
dress myself to the last statement 
he made in his references to me. 

Referring to my approval of 
the suggestion of Mr. Mackenzie 
King (of Canada) that when the 
conference has made recommen- 
dations the Council of Foreign 
Ministers should meet to consider 
such recommendations, Mr. Molo- 
tov said that on the 30th of July 
he had suggested to the American 
delegate and certain other dele- 
gaten that they meet, but the 
American delegate replied that 
there was no need for the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers to meet. 
He said if I now supported his 
proposal for a meeting it would 
maké him happy. Clearly , he 
wished you to believe that he de- 
sired the council to meet, as did 
the Canadian representative, for 
the purpose of considering recom- 
mendations. But the Soviet rep- 
resentative knows that is not in 
accord with the facts. 

‘Has No Relevancy.’ 

The evening of the 30th of July, 
the day after the conference con- 
vened, the gentleman who acts 
as his interpreter called my 
secretary to say that Mr, Molotov 
wanted the Council of Foreign 
Ministers to meet at 9:30 a.m. to 
consider the question of who 
should be elected chairman of 
this commission at the meeting 
which was scheduled for 10 
o'clock. I sent Mr. Molotov word 
that it was for the members of 
this commission and not for the 
Council of Foreign Ministers to 
decide who should be elected 
president and it would be unwise 
for the Council of Foreign Min- 
isters to meet for the purpose 
stated. This suggestion has no 
relevancy to the proposal made by 
the Canadian representative. 
Last Saturday I received an- 
other message from Mr. Molotov 
asking me to agree to a meeting 
of the Council of Foreign Min- 
isters to discuss who should be 
named to preside over the various 
subcommittees when they are es- 
tablished by the conference, I 
stated it would be unwise for the 
council to meet for that purpose, 
that the members of the confer- 
ence and not the members of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers 
should determine who would pre- 
side over the conference commis- 
sions. 
“Trying to Dictate.” 

This statement shows conclu- 
sively that Mr. Molotov was not 
asking, as did Mr. Mackenzie 
King, that the Counell of For- 
eign Ministers should meet later 
on to consider recommendations 
when such recommendations 
were made by the conference. 
What he was seeking to do was 
to have the Council of Foreign 
Ministers meet for the purpose 
of trying to dictate on that date 
to this conference who should 
be elected chairmen of the va- 
rious commissions. 

And the conference may 43s 
well know this—ever since the 
Potsdam agreement we have 
encountered at every step Soviet 
determination to _ restrict the 
right to make peace to the few- 
est possible number of great 
powers. At London in Septem- 
ber the issue was the Soviet de- 
sire to exclude France and 
China from any part in draft- 
ing the Balkan treaties. 

At Moscow the Soviet Govern- 
ment fought stubbornly for the 
amallest possible number of 
participants in this conference. 

The struggle moved on to fix- 
ing the powers of the conference 
and its procedure, culminating 
in this effort, while the confer- 
ence ig in session, to have the 
council] meet to dictate even the 
officials of the conference. 


‘Presumed to Lecture Me.’ 
At various times whenever the 
Soviet representative could not 
have his way, he has indulged in 
impugning the motives of his 
colleagues. He might as well rea- 
lize now that such tactics do not 
help his cause and even the most 
patient people will finally resent 
them, 
Because of my statement yes- 
terday morning that I would 
support the amendment of the 
United Kingdom providing for the 
submission to the Ceuncil of 
Foreign Ministers of a recom- 
mendation adopted by a majority 
vote as well as a recommenda- 
tion adopted by two-thirds vote. 
Mr. Molotov presumed to lecture 
me about consistency. 
If you will look at the first 
paragraph of the proposed treaty 
with Hungary, which was sent 
you by the council, you will find 
listed the states Mr. Molotov 
agreed in the council should con- 
sider that treaty. Yet last week 
the Soviet representative made a 
speech here in behalf of changing 
the suggested procedure and 
urged that Poland be added to 
the states to consider the treaty 
with Hungary. He didn’t even 
claim he had made a reservafion 
to change his view. He couldn't. 
But no member of the council or 
of the conference has thought of 
criticizing him for his action, or 
of impugning his motives. 


‘Only Molotov Could Do That.’ 


Yesterday Mr. Molotov lectured 
the representatives of the United 
Kingdom and the United States 
for what he termed their incon- 
sistency in supporting an amend- 
ment to the rules as to voting pro- 
cedure, which amendment was of- 
fered by the United Kingdom. 
Mr. Molotov concluded his state- 
ment by offering an amendment 
to the same section of the rules. 
This amendment has been circu- 
lated and is now before the con- 
ference, 

Now only Mr. Molotov could do 
that. He would have no hesitancy 
in criticizing the United Kingdom 


for offering an amendment to the 


rules which were suggested by the 
council, but he would be utterly 
surprised that anyone should criti- 
cize him for inconsistency in of- 
fering an amendment similar in 
some respects to the amendment 
offered by the United Kingdom 
and to the amendment offered by 
France yesterday afternoon, 


When Mr. Molotov states that 
I agreed to support the rules 
of procedure, this is a misrep- 
resentation of the position of 
the United States and I want 
the members of this confer- 
ence to know the facta, 

On July 4, Mr, Molotov agreed 
to send out the invitations to this 
conference, At that time not one 
word was said about procedure. 
The next day he insisted that the 
invitations should not be sent out 
until the council had drafted rules 
of procedure for the conference. 
For days we reminded him of his 
agreement, However, we could act 
only by unanimous vote and the 
invitations were held up, 


Quotes Own Statements, 


I will not read all of the state- 
ments I made during those days 
that I would not be bound by any 
rules of procedure the council 
drafted, I will read a few. 

After discussing the subject for 
24 hours, on July 6 I stated‘ among 
other things that the council could 
submit rules to the conference as 
a suggestion but I added—and 
now I quote: 

“Would object to this belng done 
unless the rules were submitted in 
courteous language which made it 
clear that the rules were only 
suggestions and no attempt was 
being made to usurp the power of 
the conference.” I said, “If some 
other government makes a sug- 
gestion which the United States 
government considered fair and 
reasonable the United States would 
be prepared to agree to it.” 

Now Mr. Molotov heard that. 
Yet speaks of the United States 
being bound by the rules of pro- 
cedure. 

The minutes show that later 
that day I made this statement 
as to the rules; “Mr. Byrnes 
wished to make sure, however, 
that they would not be binding on 
the conference and the conference 
could draw up its own rules of 
procedure, He wished it further 
understood that the United States 
Government would not be bound 
to support any rules drawn up.” 
Mr. Molotov heard that. 

Mr, Bevin made substantially 
the same statement on several oc- 
casions, 

Right to Decide Procedure, 
Still later on July 6, the minutes 
record: “Mr. Byrnes stated that 
the United States delegation con- 
sidered as fundamental the right 
of the peace conference to deter- 
mine its own procedure, the United 
States delegation did not agree to 
any proposal which would become 
binding on the conference or on 
it (the United States). With that 
understanding, and if it were 
agreed to issue the invitations, 
Mr. Byrnes would be willing to 
consider the proposals made by 
Mr. Molotov and Mr. Bidault, but 
he was not going to be bound by 
anything.” 

On the evening of July 6 the 
minutes; show: “Yesterday after- 
noon Mr. Byrnes had made clear 
the position of the United States 
delegation. He wished to make 
it clear again, in order that there 
may be no misunderstanding, he 
would agree to discuss rules of 
procedure only on the condition 
that the views of the council go 
forward to the peace conference 
as proposals and suggestions and 
that the United States delegation 
as well as the conference should 
not be bound by them.” Mr. Mol- 
otov heard that. 

I was forced frequently to re- 
peat my statement because Mr. 
Molotov persisted in his efforts 
to have the rules discussed and 
I knew from experience that if 
we entered into a discussion of 
the rules with him without re- 
peating time and time again these 
statements, we would be expected 
to be bound by them, otherwise 
we would not have discussed 
them. Therefore, time and time 
agaih, before I would even agree 
to discuss rules of procedure, I 
repeated these statements. 

Cites July 8 Statement. 

On July 8 the record shows 

that I made the following state- 
ment: 
“If the invitations could be sent, 
the United States delegation was 
entirely willing to enter into a dis- 
cussion of rules of procedure 
which might be suggested to the 
inviting governments. The United 
States was already on record to 
the effect that it would not ap- 
prove any procedure proposed by 
the four powers here as binding 
on the four governments, which 
would be free to consider and to 
accept any other proposals on the 
subject which might be made by 
the members of the conference, 

“Mr. Bevin said that he took it 
that Mr. Byrnes’s last remarks 
applied only to questions of pro- 
cedure. 

“Mr. Byrnes said that the state- 
ment meant that the conference 
could adopt its own procedure. If 
at the conference some govern- 
ment made a proposal concerning 
procedure which impressed the 
United States delegation as being 
reasonable and fair, the United 
States delegation reserved the 
right to vote for such a proposal.” 

Mr. Molotov heard that. 

‘Free to Accept or Reject.’ 

At the afternoon session on that 
day when, after some discussion, 
some suggested rules were being 
considered in order to show there 
was ‘no change in the United 
States position, the record shows 
that I made the following state- 
ment: 

“The secretary, In agreeing to 
these proposals, said that he 
wished it clearly understood that 
when the conference convened the 
United States was entirely free to 
accept or reject on its merits any 
amendment or new proposals con- 


cerning rules of procedure which 
might be offered.” 

There is no need to read the 
rest of the statement, which is al- 
ready in the minutes of this con- 
ference. Mr. Molotov heard me 
make these and many other simi- 
lar statements. He knows that 
while this matter was under dis- 
cussion wherever there is a free 
press the newspapers were pub- 
lishing the position of the United 
States. In the light of this record 
only Mr. Molotov would say that I 
had agreed to support the sug- 
gested rules of procedure, 

Not content with rejecting the 
facts as to my position, Mr. Molo- 
tov astates that if the United 
States delegation would reverse 
itself on questions of procedure 
it was possible to believe it would 
do the samo on questions other 
than procedure agreed to by the 
Council of Foreign Ministers. 

The United States has advised 
the conference that it considers 
itself bound by the decisions of 
of Council of Foreign Ministers 
on matters of substance but not 
on matters of procedure, The 
United States will keep its word 
in both cases, 

I am entirely willing to leave 
the record I have read to be 
judged by you and by public 
opinion, In the United States 
we have a free press. 

Therefore the Soviet representa- 
tive can be sure that his charges 
impugning the motives of the 
United States have been published 
in the United States press. I chal- 
lenge him to secure or permit 
publication in the Soviet Union of 
the statement I have now made. 

I have confidence in the peo- 
ple of the Soviet Republic. 
When their backs were to the 
wall and they were making a 
gallant fight against great odds, 
the United States promised aid, 
They didn’t question the good 
faith of the United States. To 
the best of our ability we came 
to their aid. Today we have 
only admiration and respect for 
the people of the Soviet Repub- 
lic and we will not permit that 
admiration and respect to be les- 
sened by any attack by Mr. 
Molotov.

Charges New York City Institutions Sought 


to Keep Rents Up and Prevent 
New Construction.

NEW YORK, Aug. 6 (AP)—The 
Federal Government today charged 
in a civil anti-trust suit that 37 
insurance companies, savings 
bank and commercial banks, and 
a firm owned by the saving banka, 
sought to keep rents up and pre- 
vent certain types of new con- 
struction in the New York City 
area. 

The suit named as defendants 
the. Mortgage Conference of New 
York, 14 Wall street; the Savings 
Banks Trust Co. of New York and 
37 members of the cnference. It 
sought an injunction against the 
alleged practices and dissolution 
of the Mortgage Conference, de- 
ascribed as composed of insurance 
companies, savings banks and 
commercial banks. The Savings 
Banks Trust Co, of New York is 
wholly owned by various savings 
banks. 

A special United States grand 
jury recommended the action after 
hearing testimony since June 11, 
The jury, discharged yesterday by 
District Judge Marion §S, Boyd in 
a closed courtroom, recommended: 

“It is the sense of this grand 
jury that the Government should 
file civil proceedingst against the 
mortgage conference and all of its 
affiliates to correct the conditions 
found to exist by this grand jury.” 

The complaint charged that the 
defendants agreed: 

(1) To exchange systematical- 
ly information and opinions con- 
cerning the mortgage suitability 
of real estate on which loans 
were sought by a system of re- 
porting and _ publishing loan 
commitments; 

(2) To stabilize interest rates 
by fixing minimum terms and 
rates; 

(3) To enforce uniform rental 
policy designed to keep rents up; 

(4) To prevent new construc- 
tion in areas where such ton- 
struction would lessen the in- 
come from real estate in which 
the lending institutions have 
substantial mortgage interests 
by concertedly withholding 
mortgage financing; 

(5) To use their control of 
credit in such a way as to ex- 
clude from certain areas certain 
minority racial and national 
Kroups by refusing to place 
mortgages located in such areas.

Interrupting debate in the com- 
mittee, Byrnes declared: 

“In the United States we have 
a free press. Therefore the Soviet 
representative can be sure his at- 
tack against me has been published 
in the United States. I challenge 
him to see that my following 
statement is also published in the 
press of the Soviet Union.” 

Molotov, seated only six seats 
away from Byrnes, scarcely 
changed expression throughout 
the American's speech. His in- 
terpreter, N. V Pavlov, followed 
Byrnes's adress closely, bending 
over Molotov at intervals to whis- 
per parts of the speech, 

Byrnes declared that ever since 
the Potsdam conference the So- 
viet Union had sought to restrict 
the participants in the Paris peace 
conference to the “smallest pos- 
sible number” and that Molotov 
had attempted to have the four- 
power foreign ministers’ council 
dictate to the conference. He 
added: 

“Since the conference convened 
I have not uttered one word in 
criticism of the position by the 
representative of the Soviet Union. 
At no time have I questioned his 
motives.” 

He said he was “surprised” when 
Molotov injected into the argu- 
ment over the two-thirds rule re- 
marks concerning Byrnes’s ap- 
proval of the Canadian proposal 
for a concurrent Big Four ses- 
sion. 

“Molotov said that on July 4 
he suggested to the American dele- 
gate and other delegates that they 
meet,” Byrnes continued, “He said 
the American delegate said there 
was no need for such meeting.

Industry Spokesman Says 
Fabric Ceiling Rise

*" WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP)— 
A spokesman for retail clothing 
merchants said today that higher 


textile prices might put $2.25 
shirts and 79-cent shorts back on 
store shelves, 

“That's our hope,” said Louls 
Rothschild, executive director of 
the National Association of Retail 
Clothiers. 

He told a reporter that the 
average 16 per cent increase in 
cotton textile ceilings put into 
effect yesterday by the Office of 
Price Administration undoubtedly 
would encourage greater produc- 
tion” of cotton apparel, 


“Manufacturers will have an in- 
centive to produce shirts to retail 
at $2.25 and shorts at 79 cents,” 
Rothschild said, asserting that 
manufacturers previously have not 
been able to make a profit on 
these lower-priced itema. 


He said they should begin to re- 
appear in stores in about 30 days. 

OPA said the 16 per cent textile 
increase would boost cotton cloth- 
ing prices 6 to 8 per cent and in- 
crease the cost of household linens 
about 17 per cent. 

Rothschild, however, expressed 
belief the OPA clothing price es 
timate is “on the conservative 
side.” 


While OPA was increasing tex- 
tile prices to meet requirements of 
the new price control law, the 
agency's Consumer Advisory Com- 
mittee called for caution in lifting

SHOE SHUTDOWN 


Steelman Says Justice 
Department Will In- 
vestigate Withholding 
of Hides. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (UP)— 
Reconversion Director John R., 
Steelman today announced a pro- 
gram by federal agencies to com- 
bat the threat of an “imminent” 
shutdown in shoe production, 

Steelman said the shoe industry 
has reported that a great number 
of plants will have to suspend 
operations within one week unless 
they can buy more leather. He 
said there is an “almost complete” 
stoppage in distribution of hides 
and leather. 

‘We are face to face with a sit- 
uation where shoe production is 
being curtailed at a time when it 
is urgently needed and the dan- 
gerous inflationary pressures 
which the nation is striving to 
overcome are being accentuated 
because of the selfish interest of 
a relatively few people,” Steelman 
said. 

“These people refuse to. sell 
hides at ceiling prices because 
they know that in view of the 
existing scarcity they could charge 
more if controls were lifted.” 

Steelman said he intended to 
age to it that the public “is not 
gouged.” He said he had no sym- 
pathy for “hoarders who seek to 
extort excessive profits from the 
public by withholding production 
from the market.” 


NO TRACE OF FISHING BOAT 
THAT RADIOED ‘SINKING FAST’ 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. Aug. 6 
(AP) — Coast Guard and Navy 
craft continued searching early 
today for a ship that radioed 
yesterday that it was “sinking 
fast,” 

Distress messages received by 
the Coast Guard identified it as 
the fishing boat Mary Bell and 
gave the location as 45 miles 
south of San Clemente island, 
which is about 45 miles north- 
weat of here.

GAMBLING SHIP 
7 MILES OFF SHORE 
DEFIES LONG BEACH 


Tony Cornero Says He Will 
Operate Despite Threats 
by Officials. 


LONG BEACH, Calif., Aug. 6 
(AP)—The gambling ship “Bunker 
Hill,” owned by Tony Cornero, 
planned to start operation at 5 
o'clock this afternoon seven miles 
off Long Beach despite a warning 
by District Attorney Fred N. How- 
ser that the ship would be closed 


“by one means or another.” 

The ship has been converted 
into a floating palace for gam- 
bling to accommodate 3000 cus- 
tomers. Armed guards took 50 
sacks of silver dollars and other 
sacks of currency aboard the ves- 
sel yenterday, 

“The chips are down and we're 
going to operate,” said Cornero. 
“The state has no jurisidction over 
us, Any molestation of persons 
or equipment aboard ship will be 
treated by us as piracy.” 

Cornero's ship is a 460-foot con- 
verted seaplane tender, is outfit- 
ted with virtually every known 
type of gambling equipment. 
Bookmakers accept betg on any 
horse race track. 

Howser indicated that his plan 
was to allow the ship to operate 
for 24 hours, to obtain legal evi- 
dence of gambling, and then clamp 
down with every means at his 
command, 

“Cornero was stopped before...

In Questions and Answers 


CHICAGO, Aug, 6 (AP) — Fol- 
lowing are highlights from the 
statement made today by William 
Heirens, 17 years old, to State's 
Attorney William J. Tuohy: 

(Heirens, a student, has been 
indicted on charges of murdering 
Suzanne Degnan, 6-year-old kid- 
naping victim, on Jan, 7 and Miss 
Frances Brown, 33, a former Wave, 
on Dec, 10, The defendant's attor- 
ney said he also would make a 
statement on the killing of Mrs. 
Josephine Ross, 43, on June 3, 1945, 

(The statement began with a 
routine recitation of Heirens’s 
name, address and age.) 

Q. (By Tuohy) Now calling your 
attention to Jan, 7, 1946, early 
Monday morning, did you on that 
date kidnap and murder Suzanne 
Degnan? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What did you do with the 
body?’

“T had some inkling of what 
happened, I realized—I didn’t know 
the exact facts of what happened 
until later, I read about it.”

The murder of the former Wave, 
Frances Brown, took place less 
than a month before the Degnan 
killing, on Dec. 10. Miss Brown, 
38, was shot, then stabbed to 
derth in her north side apartment

Blockade and Counter-Blockade 
Imposed in Civil Strife Hamper 
UNRRA Efforts in North China 


However, Important Relief Tasks Are Being 
Performed Despite Handicaps — Area 
More Disorganized Than It Was Under 
Japs, People Reluctant to Help Selves.

HE civil strike in north China is making a mockery of the 
T United Nations’ effort to help this populous liberated region 
back on its feet. 
Through the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration, tens of thousands of tons of foodstuffs and raw materials 
have been poured into north China since the surrender of Japan. 
Yet much of the good done has been offset by blockade afd counter- 
blockade, destruction of railways, hoarding of supplies and a shock- 
ing lack of reciprocal co-operation from certain of the Chinese

authorities. 


“What's the use of playing San- 
ta Claus to the Chinese,” com- 
plained an unhappy American in 
close touch with the local situa- 
tion, “when they 
little to help themselves?” 

Some Painful Facts. 

Here are a few painful facts: 

First, the metropolitan areas of 
north China.are blockaded by the 
Communists and the country dis- 
tricts are blockaded by National- 
ist troops; second, while the Chi- 
nese authorities are coaxing all 
the foodstuffs they can out of 
UNRRA, they at the same time 
are levying substantial duties on 
commercial food imports, with a 
discouraging effect on normal 
trade: third, the Nationalist ar- 
mies are clinging tightly to large 
stockpiles of grain and other food- 
stuffs surrendered by the Jap- 
anese; fourth, the breakdown of 
communications resulting from 
the civil war is making it almost 
impossible to. transport adequate 
supplies of food to the areas in 
greatest need; fifth, the produc- 
tion of flour in north China mills 
is greatly hampered by inability 
to obtain wheat from the country 
districts through the Communist 
blockade. 

Thus it is evident that much of 
the United Nations relief effort in 
north China has to be expended 
not on the needs created by the 
war with Japan, but on the needs 
resulting from fighting between 
the Chinese themselves, 

Useful Tasks Performed. 

Despite these handicaps, UNRRA 
is performing important and use- 
ful functions. One of them, for 
instance, is the sale of UNRRA 
flour to the Kallan Mining Admin- 
istration, China's chief producer of 
coal. Without this flour, which is 
doled out to the miners in part- 
payment of wages, it is doubtful 
whether the desperately needed 
coal output could be maintained. 
And it is UNRRA cotton, more 
over, that has made possible the 
resumption of production by many 
of north China's cotton mills, 

Trying to find out which of the 
two Chinese camps started the 
blockade is like trying to decide 
whether the chicken or the egg 
came first, 

It is clear that during the early 
part of the year the Communists 
were permitting large quantities 
of grain to move into the Peiping- 

ientsin area from the neighbor- 
ng province of Chahar, But the 
carts that came in loaded were 
obliged by the Nationalists to re- 
turn to Chahar empty. 

The Communists finally got 
tired of this one-way traffic and 
an few weeks ago suspended the 
movement of food. 

As usual, it is the people who 
are the chief sufferers from the 
struggle for power between the 
two factions. City folk are not 
receiving their normal supplies of 
food from the countryside be- 
cause the Communists are restrict- 
ing its movement. The country 
people are unable to obtain nor- 
mal quantities of medical sup- 
plies, textiles, oll and other manu- 
factured products because the 
Government does not want them 
to get into the hands of the Com- 
munists. 

The blockade, though crippling, 
is far from air-tight. There is a 
good deal of surreptitious traffic 
both ways. 


Small Part for Reds. 

Of the goods released by 
INRRA in this area and dis- 
tributed through its Chinese 
counterpart, the Chinese National 
Relief and Rehabilitation Admin- 
istration, only a relatively small 
fraction has hitherto reached 
Communist districts. The Com- 
munists received 245 per cent of 
the flour, 28 per cent of the 
canned meats, 38 per cent of the 
evaporated milk, 13 per cent of 
the milk powder, 12 per cent of 
the skimmed milk, 6 per cent of 
the old clothing and none of the 
wheat. 

Since the Communists control 
most of the food-producing areas, 
they need manufactured goods 
more than foodatuffa, The Na- 
tionalists are reluctant to pass 
such items, claiming that they 
are employe’ in the Communist 
war effort. 

Recently Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek issued a blanket order 
to Nationalist commanders for- 
bidding them to hold up the move- 
ment of UNRRA relief supplies 
into Communist areas. This 
brought some improvement, but 
procrastination in the issuance of 
passes continues as the cause of 
frustrating delays. An even more 
serious bottleneck is the woeful 
transportation problem, especially 
into remote Communist areas,

Ellender,' Butler Say 
Situation There Is 
Hopeless, Praise 
MacArthur. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP). 

PEEDY withdrawal of Ameri- 
G can troops from China and an 

early end of direct relief pro- 
grams were urged yesterday by 
Senators Ellender (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, and Butler (Rep.), Nebraska, 
as they completed a world-circling 
air trip. 

Elliender, ranking member of a 
Congressional group that visited 
more than 30 countries in a 42- 
day flight, termed the Chinese 
situation “hopeless.” 

“We might be able to patch up 
the present factions for a brief 
time,” Ellender told a _ reporter. 
“But the Chinese are not ready 
for a democracy and won't be for 
many years.” 

Eliender said he favored with- 
drawal of all American forces just 
as soon as “all the Japs and Ger- 
mans are out of China.” 

Ellender and Butler conferred 
with Gen. George C. Marshall, 
special ambassador to China who 
has been trying to work out a 
truce between warring factions. 
The Senators said their views are 
not those of Gen. Marshall or his 
staff, 

Butler, in a separate interview, 
said he also considered the Chi- 
nese situation “impossible and that 
our troops have no business there.” 

Ellender said the “grafw’ in ship- 
ments to China by the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration had kept most re- 
lief from “reaching the poor peo- 
ple who really need it.” 

“Every local official handling 
UNRRA relief was expected to 
extract a 10 per cent graft fee 
just for handling,” Ellender said. 
“The same thing is true in many 
other nations that are receiving 
UNRRA aid.” 

Butler recently was renominated 

over opposition which described 
his record as “isolationist.” He 
said that because of such publicity 
he was sought out by both State 
Department and Allied military 
government officials around the 
world, 
“Many of our representatives 
around the world believe that we 
are the biggest saps in the world 
for our direct relief and loan pro- 
grams,” Butler said, 

Butler said he is convinced this 
country should halt direct relief 
Or any governmental or commer- 
cial loans “except those on a suf- 
ficiently sound basis.” 

Butler said future direct ald 
should be on a “personal basis— 
that is, aid for Greeks from Greek- 
Americans, help and loans through 
clubs, organizations, church and 
missionary groups.” 

Both Senators said abundant 
crops in most countries should 
greatly lessen the need for Amer- 
ican food after the harvest. 
Ellender told reporters the occu- 
pational government of Japan un- 
der Gen. Douglas MacArthur is 
“working like clockwork.” In 
Germany, Eliender said, co-ordina- 
tion was badly needed, 

Ellender said MacArthur “told 
us that our troops soon can be 
cut down until the job can be 
done with a handful of men.” 

Butler affirmed this and added 
that he expects MacArthur to re- 
main supreme commander in Ja- 
pan until the job is reduced to a 
routine, 

Shortly after MacArthur entered 
Japan, he announced that occu- 
pational troops could be reduced 
to 200,000 within six months, That 
estimate touched off a flurry of 
critical comment, coming in the 
midst of Congressional and public 
controversies over demobilization 
and postwar policies, 

(War Department public rela- 
tions officials said the strength 
of forces in Japan and China is 
“classified” information which 
may not be disclosed. They said 
the latest public announcement 
was one in October 1945 that by 
July 1, 1946, it was hoped to re- 
duce all forces in the Pacific area 
to 400,000.)

However, the low per- 
centage of those who take the 
trouble to vote in this country 
cannot be ascribed to this alone. 
Many of the great states of the 
North show a voter turnout of 
hardly more than 50 per cent. 

If the liberal forces of the 
country are to continue their on-

“Russia respects the tradition 
and spirit of independence that 
have preserved Afghan national 
integrity since the dawn of his- 
tory,” said a cabinet member. 
“Reports circulated abroad of 
Soviet ‘infiltration’ are completely 
without basis, and as ridiculous as 
rumors that the Russian diplo- 
matic mission numbers 600 per- 
sons.” 


Foreign embassy officials num- 
ber Russian personnel in Kabul 
at 130, headed by Ambassador 
Ivan Bakoulin, The ambassador, 
his wife and members of his staff 
take active part in the social life 
of the capital, entertaining Af- 
ghanis and members of the inter- 
national colony and attending 
functions to which they are in- 
vited, 

Border Agreement. 


Official Afghanistan points to 
the recent border agreement as 
an example of the friendly rela- 
tions between the nations, “The 
Soviet commission agreed to every 
proposal we made,” said a member 
of the Afghan commission.

“We are now in a race against 
time—already decades, by older 
standards, have elapsed’ since 


Hiroshima—to find ways to put 
atomic energy to work for human 
welfare and eliminate its use for 
destruction.” 

The occasion was the anniver- 
sary of the first use of the bomb, 
Aug. 6, 1945. The statements were 
issued through the National Com- 
mittee on Atomic Information, 
which calls itself “a clearing 
house established by 60 national 
organizations to provide a medium 
through which they can co-oper- 
ate with the atomic scientists and 
their colleagues for public under- 
standing on the scientific facts of 
atomic energy and their implica- 
tions for society.” 

R. F. Bacher of the physics 
department, Cornell University, 
said progress toward peaceful 
utilization has been made, but he 
expressed uneasiness over develop- 
ing “complacency” among the peo- 
ple about the atomic bomb. He 
reminded that even though the 
Bikini guinea pig fleet in sea 
tests was not wiped out, that re- 
sult had been expected, and fu- 
ture effects against another city 
would be no less than those at 
Hiroshima, 

“We have had a revolution in 
the physical sciences, but we have 
not had a corresponding revolu- 
tion in the minds of men,” said 
Jerome 8S. Bruner, lecturer on so- 
cial psychology at Harvard Uni- 
versity. He added that without 
that second revolution “we shall 
never be free of the fear that the 
atomic age has brought upon us 
a curse far in excess of its bless- 
ings.” 

Dr. Arthur H. Compton, chan- 
cellor of Washington University, 
St. Louis said, “atomic power has 
served man's needs longer as a 
tool than as a weapon. Control of 
atomic power and its by-products

and other leaders warned today that mankind is not moving fast 
enough in fitting institutions and attitudes to the atomic age. 
David Lilienthal, chairman of the board of consultants of the 
State Department committee on atomic energy and a principal author 
of the report which forms the basis of United States international 


our future mode of living. The 
survival of civilization may how- 
ever depend upon avoiding an 
atomic war. The atomic bomb 
makes impossible the prolonged 
protection of any nation by mill- 
tary means and requires that in- 
ternational agreements be reached 
which will insure our safety.” 

Representative Helen Gahagan 
Douglas (Dem.), California, called 
it a “miracle” that the world had 
survived the first atomic year 
while knowing that the choice is 
‘etween peace and annihilation 
“and not doing much about it.” 

Dr. James Franck of the De 
partment of Chemistry, Univer- 
sity of Chicago, expressed the 
wish that nuclear power had 
been introduced through peaceful 
uses rather than through its de- 
structive potency, and observed 
that “a very last chance is 
given. to mankind to mend its 
ways. . .. To learn the lesson 
that selfish power politics and 
narrow nationalism must be 
wiped out... .” 

Prof. Albert T. Poffenberger, 
Columbia University psychologist, 
took a similar view on the way 
atomic power came ‘o light, but 
said fear wouid end when nations 
show a desire for peace. 

Harold Ickes, former Secretary 
of the Interior and now of the 
Independent Citizens Committee 
of Arts, Sciences and Professions, 
said the most fitting celebration 
of the anniversary would be a 
worldwide commitment never to 
use the bomb no matter what the 
provocation, an end to United 
States manufacture of the weapon, 
and sterilization of the ones now 
existing. 

“On the results of the negotia- 
tions of the United Nations 
atomic energy commission truly 
rests the future of mankind,” said 
Senator McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, chairman of the Senate 
committee which put together the 
recently enacted law for domestic 
control of the new power.

A Bricklayer’s Manifesto 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a bricklayer with many years’ ex- 
perience, I would like to tell my story. 
In the late 1920s, when work slowed up 
and there was no limit on production, 
only the fastest of us could hold steady 
jobs at the scale of $14 a day. In the 
early 1930s, for a period of over two 
years, I was forced by a chiseling con- 
tractor to lay over 1500 bricks a day 
for a measly 50 cents an hour. 

Today conditions are different. A\l- 
though we have nothing on the union 
books about how many can be laid in 
a day, we have ways and means of 
slowing down the fast boys. Thanks to 
Sidney Hillman and our own organiza- 
tion, all skilled building craftsmen had 
to join our unions to work on war pro- 
duction buildings. 

Today we have no competition to 
epeak of, and that is the way we intend 
to stay. If our executive board does 
not approve a contractor, he doesn't 
contract. If some smart non-union man 
tries to operate, we will stop his supply 
of material with a picket line. 

The wages now are only $2 an hour 
for straight time and $4 an hour for all 
overtime. This certainly is not too 
much for working out in the hot sun. 
We have fair working conditions at 
this time and are going to continue by 
keeping outsiders out. We are only 
going to allow bricklayers’ sons or 
bricklaying contractors’ sons to learn 
our trade, and they must receive $1 an 
hour to start, to discourage bosses from 
teaching too many. 

Our future looks very bright, our 
union Is strong and we will never again 
work for less than $2 an hour.

Whose Railroads? 


Shall distressed railroads—including the Mis- 
souri Pacific, Frisco and Cotton Belt—be run for 
bankers and insurance companies which hold 
or control their bonds? Or shall they be run for 
stockholders, the speculators along with the 
unwary investors? | 

They could be run for long-run benefit to the 
public and the industry itself. But President 
Truman cannot make this third choice on the 
Wheeler-Reed bill. If he signa it, the law will 
veer to extreme favor for stockholders. If he 
vetoes, the law will remain extreme in favor of 
bondholders, Neither extreme favors the public 
interest. 

The trouble ampse in a century of over-capital- 
ization, aggravated by excessive financing with 
bonds. Many roads could not meet their fixed- 
interest obligations in time of depression. So, 
in the last days of the Hoover Administration, 
Congress hastily added Section 77 to the Bank- 
ruptcy Act, providing special means for the rail- 
roads to reorganize their capital structures, The 
courts appointed trustees over insolvent roads, 
Under the ICC's supervision, claimants devel- 
oped reorganization plans—that is, write-downs 
-—adjusted to long-run earning prospects. Some 
reorganizations, including Missouri Pacific's, are 
incomplete after 13 years. 

Work has proceeded on the assumption that 
current creditors and bondholders should be 


‘satisfied before stockholders could claim one 


cent of ownership, There has been a flood of 
litigation, but no one seriously questioned the 
justice of the stockholders-last policy. Few 
trustee-held roads earned enough in the 1930s to 
pay preferred claimants, let alone dividends. 
Then wartime profits raised hopes that the 
common stocks might actually have some value. 
Speculative buying mounted. Large stockholders 
~—notably Robert R. Young’s Alleghany Corp., 
which-has an effective controlling interest in 
Missouri Pacific—got busy. The result is the 
Wheeler-Reed bill, a hurried-up contrivance to 
remove trustees from roads which earned their 
fixed charges in the 1939-45 period. Stockholders 
would then come into control, with a stronger 
claim in subsequent reorganization efforts. 
In some respects, the bill is attractive. There 
is some substance to Senator Wheeler’s and 
Young’s charges that Section 77 has provided 
unnecessarily rich fees for lawyers at the ex- 
pense of the owners and the public. There have 
also been such incongruities as the appointments 
~—with ICC approval, of course—of Guy and 
Frank Thompson, brothers and law partners, as 
trustees for Missouri Pacific and Frisco, which 
are supposed to be hot competitors. 
Furthermore, practice under Section 177 fa- 
vors continued and tightened control by big in- 
surance companies and bankers. The ICC and 
the courts have even given bondholders voting 
rights on the new re-organization common stock 
for years after it is sold to the public. Men 
like Young, financial adventurer though he is 
and vividly though one may remember the Van 
Sweringens, promise bolder, more progressive 
management than the Wall Streeters have ever 
tolerated, The railroads must have such man- 
agement to survive in private ownership. 
Finally, it is argued that the railroads will be 
unable to finance future capital requirements 
with common stock unless present stockholders 
get some consideration. To ignore this would 
restore the disastrous overdependence on fixed- 
interest bonds, But that brings up the crucial 
question whether the old stocks can be assigned 
value without robbing the senior security hold- 
ers. It would set a new and strange precedent. 
The answer depends on future earnings. 
Profits have already dropped far and fast from 
wartime peaks; many roads are currently in the 
red. Nearly everyone hopes the railroads will 
prosper better than in the 1930s, but nearly 
everyone expects their income to continue 
below wartime levels. In consequence, the Chi- 
cago Journal of Commerce reported Friday: 
Railroad and Government financial ex- 
perts today forecast that the valueless rail 
securities, which Congress is reinstating in 
its plan to provide junior securities with a 
voice in reorganization proceedings, will be 
of no more value five years from now than 
they were at the lowest point of sale. 
Between the conflicting arguments, President 
Truman should fully protect the superior claim- 
ants, the creditors and bondholders, Between a 
highly imperfect formula which has run the 
greater part of its course and a radical departure 
which would junk huge expenditures of time 
and money only to launch a new cycle of nego- 
tiation and litigation, he should decide for the 
former. He should veto the Wheeler-Reed bill. 
The evils of Section 77 remain even though 
there is no sense in flying to opposite evils to 
abate them. Hence the President should ask 
the new Congress for improvements in the pres- 
ent law—to speed reorganization, and to weak- 
en the deadening grip of financial institutions. 
The crux of the issue is that either Section 77 
or the Wheeler-Reed formula could get the 
roads out of bankruptcy only to send them back 
in the next time a cold wind blows, No one 
except the lawyers could profit from that. If 
carriers in any number go in the wringer again, 
the present small whispers to make an end of 
the whole weary business by nationalizing the 
railroads may rise to a mighty shout, 
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If it’s Slaughter at Kansas City, it’s going to 
be just plain murder at Washington. 


The Most Prodigious 


There is some hope for the world (even, we 
would go so far as to say, a probabilfty of suc- 
cess) as long as boy prodigies chuck the whole 
prodigious business—pianos, sonatas, music les- 
sons and all—and go off for a good normal boy- 
ish binge of sightseeing, soda pop, and Holly- 
wood whodunits, as Bela Szilagyi, a 12-year-old 
pianist, of New York, just did. 

The trouble with precocity as a_ career, 
it has always seemed, is that it is so much more 
fun being a boy, or even a girl, than it is being 
a prodigy. Being too much more than most 
youngsters involves, unfortunately, being too 
much less. Most people would prefer a little 
of each. 

Piano-playing is fine as long as it stays in its 
place. But for any youngster an afternoon of 
pure unmitigated Mozart can never substitute 
for a few enchanted afternoons, out of a whole 
lifetime, spent in digging holes in the back yard 
and filling them with water; or camping over- 
night at the springs with the gang, and no 
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grown-ups allowed; or going in for empyrean 
and cataclysmic splendor by staging a circus 
under a big top made of lath and gunny-sacks. 

No, sir, speaking of prodigies, there is noth- 
ing more prodigious in life than being, say, 12 
years old, with plenty of imagination, a few 
materials, and a whole afternoon off from im- 
proving pursuits. 


Mechanical Eavesdropping 

The practice of eayesdropping has reached 
mechanical perfection, with the worst exam- 
ples of it appearing in Washington. The case 
of Congressman May reveals the common use 
of wire-tapping and wire-recording for listen- 
ing in on telephone conversations. Wire- 
tapping is illegal; wire-recording seems not 
to be. But both are odious impositions on a 
people who try to respect personal privacy. 

Twice the Supreme Court has ruled out wire- 
tapping evidence in Federal criminal cases, 
Justice Roberts pointed out that the Communi- 
cations Act forbade the practice. ‘Congress 
may have thought it less important,” he said, 
“that some offenders should go unwhipped of 
justice, than that officers should resort to 
methods deemed inconsistent with ethical stand- 
ards and destructive of personal liberty.” 

But when is wire-tapping not wire-tapping? 
When it is wire-recording. By recordings, the 
listener-in tunes his ear indirectly to another's 
words, This makes private conversation as pri- 
vate as an electrical transcription. The practice 
is so popular that one manufacturer sold 10,- 
000 wire-recorders without benefit of a sales 
campaign, and as a protest the Washington 
phone company threatened to put an asterisk 
after every listed subscriber's name whose line 
was tapped. 

The Federal Communications Commission is 
considering whether to order use of new elec- 
trical devices to warn persons whose lines are 
tapped. Congress could amend the Communica- 
tions Act to bar use of wire-recorders. But 
finally, Government agencies and individuals re- 
sponsible for the eavesdropping game should 
stop it themselves. 

At the least, it is destructive of self-respect. 
At the worst, it smacks of the Gestapo. It is a 
miserable means to justice, and a pernicious 
means to information, which invades the confi- 
dence of others and defiles a trust. 
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Unhappy Greece 

Leland Stowe on this page today describes 
the circumstances that would seem to preclude 
a free expression of Greek opinion in the 
plebiscite scheduled for Sept. 1. British and 
American influence appears ready to force a 
monarchy down the throats of the Greek people. 

Britain, impelled by fear for the security of 
her empire “lifeline,” is trying to keep a firm 
hand in Greece in case it Becomes convenient 
to use that country as an outpost of defense, Of 
course, Russian domination of some of her 
neighbor states can be explained in the same 
way. So long as the great powers face each 
other with unceasing suspicion and hostility, the 
smaller states will suffer. This is a further 
cogent reason to speed the search for a real 
peace. 
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A Policy of Budget-Paring 

President Truman's aim to reduce the budget 
indicates that the Administration has abandoned 
the notion that the country was in early peril 
of deflation and depression. That notion led 
to the Administration's effort to inflate wages 
after V-J day, which in turn was one factor in 
Congress’s reSolution to inflate prices. The im- 
mediate enemy is general inflation, and the 
Government has no more direct way to fight it 
than to curtail its own expenditures. 

Mr. Truman showed that the greater part 
of the national budget by far is now devoted 
to the armed services, and these are resisting 
any cuts.. They will have strong public sup- 
port, for the nation does not want to turn up 
again with an international crisis on its hands 
and with only a Spanish-American War type 
of Army and Navy, as it did in 1939-40. 

Nevertheless, it would appear from the 
revelations of the Mead Committee, which 
President Truman formerly headed, and from 
other sources, that the Army and Navy get 
less for their money than any other branches 
of the Government. Cannot some _ business- 
like checks be instituted which will permit 
the armed services to get what they need each 
year for a billion or two dollars less than 
it now costs? It is an idea that deserves the 
most serious attention, for the evidence shows 
that armament and shipping profiteers have 
repeatedly and with astounding ease taken 
Army and Navy men in tow. 

A degree of hope for a balanced or surplus 
budget in the next year or two rests also in 
increased tax receipts rather than in reduced 
spending. That means, like it or not, that taxes 
should stay at least as high as they now are, 
It also means that any group which wilfully or 
lightly interferes with the expansion of produc- 
tion, whether it be a board of directors or a 
labor union, will do the country and its own 
members a great disservice which will be paid 
for through the nose in years to come, 
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Who’s “‘Socialistic’” Now? 

Under a bill passed by Congress, private non- 
profit hospitals will share with public institu- 
tions in a fund of $1,125,000,000 for new con- 
struction, The Federal Government will bear 
one-third of the cost of approved projects. 

The Government will necessarily set certain 
standards for the use of such grants. Much 
more than the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill 
would “socialize” medicine, this Hill-Burton 
bill will “socialize” the construction of hospi- 
tals. Yet,: listen close though one may, one 
hears nothing like a howl from the American 
Medical Association. : 

Will someone please explain why it is all 
right to use allegedly socialistic subsidies for 
the patient’s bed and the walls surrounding 


him—but it is Nazi, Fascist, Communist, bu- -

Royalist victory in Greek election did not represent popular will, 
writer says; Britain supports monarchy and United States ac- 
of quiesces; proposed plebiscite will be rigged in favor of king; Anglo- 
American policy contradicts plea for free balloting in Soviet zones,

It is one thing for British-Americans 
to champion the principle of free elec- 
tions inside the Soviet zone, and quite 
another thing how much they can do to 
hurry them along. This is what makes 
London's and Washington's persistent in- 
difference toward truly free elections in 
Greece so incomprehensible and indefensi- 
ble, 


Greece is the one country inside the 
Western allies’ orbit which is nearest to 
the Soviets’ eastern European zone. For 
this reason particularly, Greece is the one 
European country where it is most essen- 
tial that the Anglo-American governments 
practice what they have been loudly 
preaching about “free elections.” A verbal 
policy which contradicts itself by its ac- 
tions or omissions merely serves as an 
incentive and excuse for similar contra- 
dictions in Moscow. 


An Embarrassing Question 


The Soviets ¢an conveniently remark to 
Secretaries Bevin and Byrnes; “The Ital- 
lans were your enemy, and cost you hun- 
dreds of thousands in casualties. The 
Greeks were on your side from beginning 
to end, and saved you scores of thousands 
of dead. Your governments have given 
the Italians a free election. Why don't 


or 


you do as much for the Greeks? 


Everything Britain has done in Greece 
for 18 months—plus the plebiscite on the 
monarchy which she now promotes or con- 
dones in Greece—serves to undermine out- 
side confidence in the sincerity of the 


London Government’s declarations in favor - 


of democratic freedoms, What has and is 
happening in Greece is overwhelmingly a 
British responsibility in its origins; and 
equally Washington’s responsibility by its 
weak-kneed consent, 

What is now being “prepared” in Greece 
is a monarchy-or-republic plebiscite for 
Sept. 1. Until recently London had main- 
tained that such an explosive issue as this 
should not be voted upon until late in 
1947 or in 1948. Now London gays the 
Athens Government has decided it wants 
an early plebiscite—so how can Britain 
oppose the decision of “the legal Greek 
government”? 


Cards Stacked for King 


That's an oily diplomatic way for the 
British«to admit that they themselves 
want an early Greek plebiscite. London's 
switch in policy is the .more suspect be- 
cause the highly disputable Greek “elec- 
tions” of March 31 stacked most of the 
cards in favor of the Greek royalists. If 
they hope to get their Germano-Danish, 
100 per cent non-Greek King back in 
Athens, these royalists need a quick vote— 
before the prewar election lists can be 
thoroughly revised, and while British 
troops still occupy Greece, 


The Greek “elections” in March in reall- 
ty were no more a free expression of 
Greek popular will than if they had been 
held, at that moment, in Bulgaria or Ro- 
mania. During the war, some 800,000 out 
of 7,000,000 Greeks had died. Even so, the 
prewar electoral lists were used, leaving 
the door wide open to fraudulent voting 
of dead citizens’ names. 


The Greek Army and police are packed 
with royalists—a process started by the 
Churchill Government before liberation. 
The Allied supervising mission later ad- 
mitted that up to 350,000 vote registrations 


might have been invalid. All of the Greek 
center Republican parties, as well aa the 
Socialists and Communists, abstained from 
voting, so that only about half of the 
registered voters went to the polls, 


In spite of all these factors, the royalists 
polled only a trifle more than 50 per cent 
of the votes cast. The Allied mission also 
admitted that intimidation of voters was 
“general enough to be consequential’—an 
official confirmation of the opposition’s 
charge 


Oppression by Royalists 


This is an accurate summary of the 
first “free” elections brought by Britain 
and America to Greece. With a British- 
supported, royalist-picked “national gov- 
ernment,” the Athens regime proposes to 
hold a plebiscite on the monarchy in a 
hurry—on Sept. 1, 


The conditions surrounding such a 
plebiscite would be the same as those 
during the March “elections’”—save that a 
pro-royalist Government is “preparing” the 
plebiscite. It has already provided a 
death penalty for any who attack the 
sovernment authorities. On May 3 this 
British-created Greek Government recon- 
stituted the “Security Committees” which 
the hated Metaxas dictatorship used to 
retain its power, 


As a prelude to the plebiscite, this Gov- 
ernment proposes to abolish the necessity 
of search warrants when the police ex- 
amine citizens for possible arrest. In 
Macedonia, western Thrace and Thessaly, 
people arrested for alleged violence would 
not be tried in regular civil courts but in 
special military courts. This is the kind 
of “free elections” for the Greek people 
which London and Washington persist in 
regarding with a beneficent acquiescence, 


Setting for a Civil War 


In addition, there is no Allied insistence 
that the prewar and much-falsified elec- 
toral registration lists be revised before 
the plebiscite. Moreover, a new postwar 
census cannot possibly be held in Greece 
before Sept. 1. Why the hurry, then? Ob- 
viously, because the Greek royalists do not 
dare to hold a plebiscite on the monarchy 
at a later date, under fair conditions, 


What are London and Washington buy- 
ing in Greece? If this plebiscite is held 
as scheduled, and a highly suspect margin 
for the monarchy is announced, sooner or 
later there will be a civil war in Greece, 
If | know anything at all about Greece, 
I know that the majority of Greeks are 
uncompromisingly republican. If the West- 
ern democracies force them into civil war 
to get the kind of government they want, 
it will do no good to call that war a “Red 
plot.” 


It is London’s job and Washington's job 
to give the Greek people a free choice. If 
they do not do this, the Western democra- 
cles will certainly lose the key nation in 
the eastern Mediterranean. But the final 
danger is far greater. Who can tell where 
a civil war in Greece would end?

India Woman 


THE BROCADED SARI, by Ishvani. (John Day Ce., 

New York.) 

If you have ever wondered what those 
mysterious looking Indian women were 
thinking behind their veils, or how they 
felt about their restricted life, you will 
enjoy this tiny autobiography. 

Ishvani, who toured Europe widely as a 
dancer before her marriage to an Ameri- 
can, is the daughter of a well-to-do Indian 
family who believed in giving their child- 
ren a thorough grounding in Western cul- 
ture. The restrictions placed upon women 
of her caste, seem romantic and part of 
far-away India to us; but to Ishvani they 
were tedious, and she longed to be free. 

She could not leave her family’s grounds 
without getting permission and using the 
family car; she could never just go for a 
walk, laughing and joking, and deep 
friendship with other girls was out of the 
question, When her mother died, Ishvani's 
Western education was stopped, and the 


‘thought of dancing, in private or in pub 


lic, horrified her stepmother, 
. . . 

At 15, she married Raschid, a young 
lawyer, who had scandalized her family 
by insisting on asking her himself. To 
Ishvani, marriage had meant freedom to 
do as she pleased, and she was soon dis- 
illusioned, Raschid was progressive, but 
the idea of the subservient woman is root- 
ed deep. She had to change her religion 
to that of his family’s, because her mother- 
in-law was afraid to eat at the same table 
with her. Life was as secluded and 
cramped as it had been at home. 

Finally, the monotonous routine drove 
her to quarrel with Raschid and go home. 
“Going home to mother” may be a joke in 
America, but in India it is unheard of. 
Ishvani's father ordered her to return to 
her husband or be put away in an asylum. 

. * 


Then her father, relenting, offers her a 
chance to go to England with her sister 
for further study. It is her one chance 
for freedom. Knowing that she has al- 
ready disgraced herself in the eyes of all 
she loves, she divorces her husband in a 
simple Moslem ceremony, and sails away 
to a career as a dancer. 

The natural, reminiscent tone of the 
book, coupled with the fiction-like method 
of using conversations to tell the story, 
makes it delightful reading. Ishvani does 
not strain herself for laughs or preach ser- 
mons on India’s domestic troubles. Hu- 
mor and pathos come and go quietly, as 
they do in lifg.

This monumental novel of twentieth 
century France crawls slowly on its way 
through the fateful year 1933, leaving one 
ready to cry, “Are we never to see ‘Men 
of Good Will’ emerging clearly from its 
tortuous plot?” 

The principal protagonists of Volume 
XIII, M. Romains’s “Good Will” epic, are 
our old friends Jallez and Jerphanion. 
Jallez is seen in London, Nazi Berlin, War- 
saw and Budapest, pursuing his amorous 
adventures, and finally again in Paris, 
falling seriously in love with a young ad- 
mirer of his writings. Jerphanion, stripped 
of his fervor for revolution, serves briefly 
as Foreign Minister, but resigns in despair. 

“Escape In Passion” is once again a 
good example of Romains'’s methods and 
will undoubtedly prove to be quite satis- 
factory to those faithful readers who have 
waded through the 8000 or so pages to 
date. All of Jules Romaina’s vividness of 
character portrayal remains. 

Once again, however, we are left with a 
medley of unfinished themes. Slowly but 
surely the conviction is growing that’ Ro- 
mains has been building a cynical, ironical 
work to point out the futility of men of 
good will.

Owen apparently had contem- 
plated quitting Mexico for some 
time. He disclosed that while in 
Laredo recently, he had sent his 
son home to Springfield, Mo.

“Yes, I guess I knew then it] 


wasn't going to work out,” Owen 
said, 

Owen added that he had made 
the move atrictly on his own 
initiative and that other American 
players in Mexico didn’t know he 
was planning to leave.

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New Rule to 
Curb ‘Doping’ 
Now in Effect 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 6 (UP)— 
The new “corrupt practice” rule, 
which holds a trainer accountable 
for use of narcotics on thorough- 
breds, went into effect at all 
Maryland tracks today and Chair- 
man George P. Mahoney of the 
State Racing Commision, ex- 
pressed hope that it would doom 
the practice of doping race horses, 


The ruling, a rewritten version 
of regulation 146D, which was 
nullified two weeks ago when the 
State Court of Appeals said it was 
too loosely phrased, carries stiff 
penalties for trainers or other per- 
sons caught tampering with race 
horses, Violators may be ruled 
off the Maryland turf for any 
period the commission determines, 
up to and including life. 


The law was drafted in its 
present form by the state Attor- 
ney-General’s office and Mahoney 
termed it the “perfect weapon” 
for protecting the public against 
race-fixing by stimulation. 


The new law provides that “ev- 
ery trainer shall be responsible 
for all acts of commission or 
omission by a guard, foreman, 
groom, stable employee, exercise 
boy, jockey, or any other person 
which permits the administration 
of a drug.” 


The possession of narcotics in 
the stable area by anyone except 
a qualified veterinarian is a “cor- 
rupt practice” under the new law, 
and any person discovered vio- 
lating this provision will be sub- 
ject to banning from the state 
tracks, 


Use of receiving barns to house 
horses for two hours before a 
race has been mandatory and only 
the trainer will be permitted to 
visit the horse in this heavily 
guarded area, 


The old law was nullified by the 
Court of Appeals, July 23, in the 
case of Trainer J. Dallet (Dolly) | 
Byers whose license had been re- 
voked when one of his horses was 
found to have been doped. 


The racing commission has been 
powerless to act in doping cases 
since the Byers decision until the 
new law took effect. In the in- 
terim, the commission charged, 
nine thoroughbreds were doped at 
the Bel Air race track,

At the same time Afghanistan 
was released from an old agree- 
ment denying her use of the Mur- 
gzhab river waters for irrigation. 
A clause of the 1921 friendship 
pact which “foresaw” a_ plebi- 
acite among inhabitants on both 
sides of the frontier Was “an- 
nulled,.” 

Despite the apparent neighborli- 
ness, however, Russian influence 
on the Afghan people is small, ap- 
parently less than that of America, 
England, France and Germany. 

A few factories in the north use 
Russian-made machinery. North- 
ern towns trade with neighboring 
towns in the Soviet southern re- 
publics, Many of the inhabitants 
of northern Afghanistan are of the 
same racial stock as residents of 
the Turkmenian, Uzbek and Tajik 
republics. Rut they haven't forgot- 
ten they fled from Russia to es- 
cape war and violence. Afghan of- 
ficilals say they are “good, indus- 
trious citizens satisfied with thelr 
lot.” 


Strategy in War. 


Before the recent war Afghania- 
tan followed a cautious diplomatic 
course with both Russia and Brit- 
ish India, the two nations between 
which she stands as a “buffer.” 
Trade concessions to one were bal- 
anced by aimilar concessions to 
the other. Foreign advisors, tech- 
nicians and equipment usually 
were brought from Germany, 
France, Czechoslovakia and Japan.

Disorganization Increases, 

Strangely enough, north China 
presents a much more disorgan- 
ized picture than when the Jap- 
anese gave up nearly a year 
ago. The railways and communi- 
cations have been cut to pieces 
not by the Japanese but by the 
Chinese themselves, An elaborate 
network of industries inherited 
from the Japanese is operating 
at only a amall fraction of capac- 
ity and Many of the factories are 
completely idle, This is partly at- 
tributable to insufficient raw ma- 
terials and partly to neglect and 
incompetence. 

Despite these conditions, acute 
food shortages prevail in only a 
few isolated areas, mostly within 
Communist territory, The original 
estimates of 2,000,000 persons in 
dire need of outside relief in Jehol 
and Hopei provinces seem wide of 
the mark, Corps are generally ex- 
cellent. 

Relief workers have found the 
Chinese farmers in this area sur- 
prisingly apathetic to help except 
when it involves no work on their 
part.

Ti peak of the peach season 


is the first two weeks in 

‘ugust. That's when the fruit 
in the big peach belt comes to 
maturity. In that 14-day period is 
an ideal period to schedule peo*ch 
canning activities’ Unless your 
family differs from the typical 
American one, it likes delicious 
home-canned peaches. If you can 
get them to add up how many 
they will enjoy in the next nine 
months, you'll be amazed at the 
sum. Of course, we are talking 
about the best of home-canned 
peaches—peaches of fine variety, 
those that mature perfectly and 
are just at that critical stage 
when t :y are thoroughly ripe and 
full of juice and luscious flavor, 
Peaches hold this high quality 
only a few hours, Once they are 
ripe, they become soft, bruise 
easily and start tc spoil quickly. 
Peaches should be bought in quan- 
tities th:t can be handled 
promptly. — 

A bushel is as much as two 
people can safely handle at once, 
Whe- folks become  over-tired, 
they will not do their work care- 
fully. H.re are the rules for ef- 
ficient work. Have jars, or tin 
cans, new lids, rubber jar rings, 
and all canning equipment at 
hand and in order. Wash and 
peel only enough peaches at a 
time to make a couple of quarts 
to preserve the best color and 
shape. Have enough sirup made 
to take care of the whole batch. 
Add just enough sirup to cover 
each batch of peaches as they pre- 
cook. Heat just t boiling. Fill 
the hot, clean jars alternately 
with sirup and fruit, adding fruit 
to within two inches of the top. 
Now add juice to fill jars to with- 
in half an inch of the top. Every- 
body loves a generous portion of 
thick, flavorful peach sirup servetl 
with their peaches, Seal jars and 
follow the directions to the letter 
for processing the jars, complet- 
ing thé seal, cooling the jars and 
finally storing them. Then you'll 
have peaches that the family will 
beg for and eat up to the last 
drop.

“DESERT"’—It might be a jungle! 

ODAY the word “desert” de 
T scribes a sandy waste, barren 

of shrub, tree or water, and 
uninhabited, In a sense—in the 
last sense—-this is what the word 
meant originally, It is, however, 
only the last sense that has sur- 
vived from its early meaning. For 
in the beginning it could easily 
have referred to an uninhabited 
forest or jungle! 


We have “desert” from the 
identical old French word mean- 
ing “deserted,” Originally it meant 
an uncultivated tract of country, 
a wilderness which was desolate 
and uninhabited, or deserted, 
Hence, in 1308 we find it recorded: 
“Place of wodes and mountayns 
that ben not sowen ben callyd 
desertes.” 


And in Shapespeare’s “As You 
Iike It,” appears this typical 
Elizabethan usage: “In this desert, 
inaccessible, under the shade of 
melancholly boughes.” 

In the days when America was 
being settled, when a man spoke 
of a desert, he referred to a region 
in which no man lived, It was 
more apt to be a swampy, wooded 
area with too much water and no 
sand at all rather than one with 
no vegetation and no moisture. 
The common use of “desert” to 
describe sand plans such as the 
Desert of Sahara is comparatively 
modern, dating back about 100 
years.

NEW YORK, Mon. 

FTER any war, the use of 
force throughout the world is 
almost taken for granted, 
Men involved in the war have 
been trained to use force, and 
they have discovered that, when 
you want something, you can 
take it. The return to peacetime 
methods governed by law and 
persuasion is usually difficult. 

We in the VU. 8. A., who have 
long boasted that, in our political 
life, freedom in the use of the 
secret ballot made it possible for 
us to register the will of ths 
people without the use of force, 
have had a rude awakening as 
we read of conditions in McMinn 
County, Tennessee, which brought 
about the use of force in the re- 
cent primary. If a political ma- 
chine does not allow the people 
free expression, then freedom- 
loving people lose their faith in 
the machinery under which their 
government functions, 


x * * 


IN THIS particular case, a 
group of young veterans organized 
to oust the local machine and 
elect their own slate in the pri- 
mary. We may deplore the use 
of force but we must also recog- 
nize the lesson which this incident 
points for us all, When the ma- 
jority of the people know what 
they want, they will obtain it. 

Any local, state or national 
government, or any political ma- 
chine, in order to live, must give 
the people assurance that they 
can express their will freely and 
that their votes will be counted. 
The most powerful machine can- 
not exist without the support of 
the people. Political bosses and 
political machinery can be good, 
but the minute they cease to ex- 
press the will of the people, their 
days are numbered, 

a + 

THIS is a lesson which wise 
political leaders learn young, and 
you may be pretty sure that, 
when a boss stays in power, he 
gives the majority of the people 
what they think they want. If he 
is bad and indulges in practices 
which are dishonest, or if he acts 


for his own interests alone, the 
people are unwilling to condone 
these practices. 

When the people decide that 
conditions in their town, county, 
state or country must change, 
they will change them, If the 
leadership has been wise, they 
will be able to do it peacefully 
through a secret ballot which is 
honestly counted, but if the 
leaden has become inflated and 
too sure of his own importance, 
he may bring about the kind of 
action which was taken in Ten- 
nessee, 

If we want to continue to be 
a mature people who, at home 
and abroad, settle our difficulties 
peacefully and not through the 
use of force, then we will take 
to heart this lesson and we will 
jealously guard our rights. What 
goes on before an election, the 
threats or persuasion by political 
leaders, may be bad but it cannot 
prevent the people from really 
registering their will if they 
wish to, 

The decisive action which has 
just occurred in our midst is a 


warning, and one which we can- 
not afford to overlook,

It was said that during the six 
full fiscal years LaGuardia Field 
has been in operation it has run 
up a total defleit of $4,685,900,

was reportedly no loss of opera- 
ti-a and maintenance, which have 
been covered by gross receipts 
each year.

dope for six years. In fact, ever since I was in the hospital 
for an operation, I blame it all on the doctor who gave me my 
first hypodermic, If they hadn't given me morphine when I 
was in the hospital, then I wouldn't be a confirmed dope fiend 
today. Dr. Crane, don't you think the use of morphine should 
be barred from medicine? It brought about my downfall and 
there are hundreds of thousands of others like me in this 
country.”

PERCY is wrong in his attitude. Morphine is one of the 
greatest aids to humanity that the medical profession has to 
offer, It is called G.O.M, (God's own medicine). As a physician 
as well as a psychologist, I have had occasion to give a great 
deal of morphine to post-operative and cancer patients, There 
is hardly anything to compare with it as a means of relieving 
intense physical pain, It isn’t the fault of the morphine, more- 
over, that we have so many narcotic addicts in this country. 
Nor is it the fault of the physicians who occasionally administer 
a little of it to dull the agonies of pain-crazed patients. The 
real blame lies on the individual who has such an inferiority 
complex or such acute social pain and humiliation, that he 
geeks to flee from reality into a dream world.

PAIN 18 ONE of the most valuable signals which the 
human body offers us. But pain is meant to be a warning for 
us to eliminate the dangerous condition which occasions it. 
If we have acute eyestrain with terrific headaches, we are 
supposed to correct the underlying condition and not just 
continually deaden our senses 80 we cannot feel the pain. A 
temporary dulling with aspirin may be desirable at the moment, 
but we should never be content with making a habit of such 
palliative measures. 

The shy, introvertive type of personality often encounters 
great social pain. For example, such an individual may find 
himself in a sales job, which produces agonies of embarrassment 
to his timorous soul. Or a mollycoddle boy who has been tied 
to his mother’s apron strings until manhood, is suddenly left 
alone to fight life’s battles, owing to the death of the mother. 
Another person, whose parents had high hopes for his pro- 
fessional success, may fall so far short of their expectations 
that he simply “can’t take it.” So an escape is sought. Alcohoi 
f the common one. Narcotics also are a frequent avenue of 
evasion, Suicide is more unusual as a way out,

WHEN THE normal person takes a quarter of a grain of 
morphine, he is knocked out, so to speak. Nature produces 
unconsciousness as a protective device so that his energy will 
be hoarded during the battle with the foreign invader, In 
this case, the foreign invader is morphine. In infectious diseases 
with high fevers, the toxin or poison from the invading germs 
causes the unconsciousness. Because during his sleep he evades 
the painful or humiliating environment, the victim welcomes 
this vacation from his worries.

Swimming 
Fine Sport 
For Children

HILDREN should be afforded 


¢ First, it is a healthy, clean 
sport and great fun; next, it af- 
fords a feeling of security in or 
on water: and last, and quite im- 
portant, {t offers happy hours of 
play and companionship. Swim- 
ming, too, is one sport that lasts 
through childhood to old age. 

The time to learn to swim is in 
early childhood, when children 
have learned to walk well. Let 
them hear about the fun of swim- 
ming and make no mention of 
danger. Take the child along to 
the water and let him play on the 
sand, let him get wet and dirty 
if he likes, and, by and by, he 
will edge down to the water and 
dip his toes, or he may even sit 
down in it. Gradually he ap- 
proaches the deeper water, always 
with some responsible, trusted 
friend at hand—he never should 
be alone near deep water. 


* * * 


CHILDREN must not be fright- 
ened, so don’t toss a small child 
into deep water and tel] him to 
swim out in order to teach him. 
That is murderous treatment and 
most unlikely to teach a _ child 
confidence in people, much less 
in the water. Ease him into the 
water by carrying him on your 
back while you swim a _ short 
disance. Swim back to the beach 
and leave him there for a while, 
or until he begs for another ride. 

Inflated toys, wings, all help, 
but be sure that the child is never 
left alone. Someone’ strong and 
powerful in the watet should be 
close to him while he plays beside 
the water. A child can be “right 
there,” a minute ago and gone 
forever a minute after. There is 
no need for auch accidenta if peo- 
ple are careful and conscientious 
about looking after little ones who 
are taking their first swimming 
lessons.

THE OLDER CHILDREN who 
can swim must be trained to be- 
have cautiously and respectfully 
in deep water. Too many boys 
and girl# are afraid to say they 
are afraid to do stunts, take 
dares, take chances while swim- 
ming. All should be “briefed” 
every day before swimming hour 
and have such points of conduct 
explained for them,

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San Francisco Still Frisky ‘Frisco 
Travelers Do Double-Scurry to Enjoy Night Life Around Golden Gate

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 6. 
Te discover or even to re-dis- 

cover San. Francisco at this 

mature date and attempt to 
traffic in the exploitation of its 
multiple wonders as new currency 
is. doubtless the quintessence of 
fatuity. The place has been doing 
business at tha old stand a long 
time, but the circumstance re- 
mains that to the traveling Amer- 
ican there are few more compul- 
sive hankers than that which 
urges him to do a double-scurry 
for the Poodle Dog or the Top of 
the Mark, depending on his gen- 
eration, for purposes of “seeing 
the elephant” as the tour of the 
town's pleasure domes is still en- 
chantingly known. 

A long time ago, in the cham- 
pagne days before the fire, a gulli- 
ble Englishman, of the Dundreary 
and deerstalker hat era, was taken 
out of the original Palace Bar of 
an evening to see a purely hypo- 
thetical elephant of legendary di- 
mensions, and ever since to take 
in the sights has been known as 
“seeing the elephant.” San Fran- 
ciscans are just as delighted to 
see the elephant themselves as 
they are to take visitors on the 
grand tour, and a postwar re- 
vival of starting dimensions has 
added to the general zoological 
enterprise of the community. 

It may, for the record, be re- 
marked in passing that even the 
urgencies associated with war time 
never were able to achieve what 
might humorously be called the 
austere life in America’s most in- 
dividualistic city, At the height 
of the shooting, grand opera here 
was still a full-dress affair; the 
good life was abated more in fa- 
cade than in fact, and the continu- 
ity between the immediate and 
amiable present and the spacious 
days of Bonanza times in the Com- 
stock was never for a moment

New Yorkers who fondly im- 
agine hotel space is at a premium 
in the Plaga district of Manhat- 
tan should attempt to secure reser- 
vations at the Palace, the Mark 
Hopkins, the Fairmont, the Cliff 
House, or another of San Fran- 
cisco’s famed and opulent hostels.

institutional as the Bay Bridge or 
the statues in Sutro Park,

has turned author and will shortly 
disclose his secret all in a volitme 
of South Seas recipes to be pub- 
lished by Doubleday Doran.

Spiced Beef 


Four pounds chuck, cider vine- 
gar, two onions, sliced, one-half 
bay leaf, one teaspoon cinnamon, 
one teaspoon allspice, one teaspoon 
cloves, one and one-half teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon pepper, two 
cups water, two onions, four car- 
rots, one medium yellow turnip, 
one stalk celery. 

Cover the meat with cider 
vinegar to which has been added 
the onions, bay leaf, cinnamon, 
allspice, cloves, salt and pepper, 
Marinate for 12 hours or more. 
Drain, Reserve the liquor, Place 
meat in roasting pan. Heat to the 
boiling point half of the vinegar 
with two cups of water and pour 
over meat. Cover and roast at 
275 degrees three hours, Put the 
remaining two onions, carrots, 
turnip and celery through a 
grinder and saute in butter or 
margarine until golden brown. 
Add these ingredients to the roast 
for the last half hour of cooking. 
Add salt if needed. The stock 
may be thickened with flour for 
gravy. 


Broiled Swordfish 


One large slice swordfish, salt | 


and pepper, melted butter or mar- 
garine, lettuce, tartar sauce, pars- 
ley, lemon. 


Wipe fish and cut in: pleces for 


serving. Sprinkle with salt and |

Obviously, South made an over 
trick without having to finesse. 
In a sense, therefore, East's amus- 
ing psychic bid of four spades 
worked out, since without it the 
opponents might have reached 
the laydown grand slam, 

In apportioning responsibility 
for stopping one trick too low, 
it is only fair to comment that 
North, with some logic, could 
have continued bidding over six 
spades. As a matter of fact he 
took a long time to pass; but as 
he explained later, he had been 
afraid that South’s bid was based 
on a very long spade suit that 
lacked the ace or king. 


The real flaw in the bidding 
was that South rushed matters 
too much when he jumped to 
six spades. True, he showed up 
East’s psychic, but that alone 
could not reassure North that the 
spade suit was absolutely solid. 
It would have been more sensible, 
if less spectacular, for South 
merely to double four spades, 
with the full intention, of course, 
of later bidding at least six 
spades when East ran out, as he 
so obviously would run, Then, 
it is reasonable to suppose that 
the bidding might have gone:
